MEAKINS AT MEDICAL SOCIETY 



The Future of Medicine Lie» in the Practice of General 
Medicine — Describes the General Practicioner as the 
Highest Type of Medical Man, of Wide Knowledge, 
Wide Sympathies and Wonderful Understanding- 
Urges Student to get a Broad Fundamental Training 
in Medicine and Surgery. 



"Specialty has been s bad tlî'ng for 
Medicine", sniii Professor Mcakins, 
Head o£ the Department of Clinical 
Medicine in the Faculty of Medicine, 
jn addressing the Medical Undergradu- 
ate Society last night. "Today there 
arc heart specialists athough in the 
diseases of the circulation one must 
go beyond the heart, the lunes arc iho 
smallest part of the respiratory sysstom 
still v.. have lunfi speciaJ'sts,". 
The- treatment of these d seascs must 
be based on a broad physiological 
knowledge. These specialties arc lu- 
dicrous in the narrowness of their 
scope." ' 

"Lister, the Father of Aseptic Surg- 
ery, war not a specialist." Dr. Meak- 
1ns p.-. ntcd out. "He «-as a broad 
thinker in general Medicine. The 
pathologists, physiologgists and anato- 
mist of 40 years ago had beds at the 
teaching hosp tals. They came in 
contact da'Jy with the problems of 
Medicine and brought to boar on these 
the knowledge of their subjects. A 
lime came when Uhe sciences w< rc 
completely divorced fi-om coneraJ 
Medicine and ttiey gained in their na-- 
row outlook. The tide Is now turninff, 
however, and physicians are becoming 
anaaomists, physiologists and chem- 
ists a.nd these subjects are losing their 
arrogance a.nd self-sufficiency." 

"Do not pec alizc too soon." said 
Dr. Meakins. "Ce: a broad funda- 
mental training in Medicine a.nd Surg- 
ery first - specialization comes later." 
He urged the junior medlos to get a 
thorough ground 'n Anatomy and 
Physiology for their opportunities

He uses 
everything to arcompllsh the best he 
may in. Medicine. The art of Med cine 
is based on common sense and à broad 
knowledge of the body and its work- 
ings. The field of the specialist may 
be more lucrative, but it is not the 
most 'nt cresting. It is apt to get cut 
and dried and not likely to stimulate 
your imagination. General practice al- 
lows you to develop in your own way 
a certain line of thought and action. 
The -whole f'eld of Medicine Is open to 
you if you want to gratify your intel- 
lectual outlook." 

Professor Meakins .plnads for 
identifie point of view especially to i o 
acquired n the formative period of *.hc 
future medical man. "Never accept 
facts which do not so?m reasonable 
Read original articles as far as possi- 
ble and draw your own conclusions 
concerning the material presented by 
thç writer." 

Ati.hor'.tios ar<î often punted by 
dividual* who cite these quotations as 
facts- By reading the original mater- 
ial it is often discovered thai the wr't- 
er merely expressed an opinion. 

"Tou are "the hope of the future" 
Dr. Meakins told his audience of medi- 
caJ students. "Tho>e who are teaching 
you are the hope of the past. Tour 
pre.para.fon is of vital Importance. 
Tou must be thoroughly trained, your 
foundation must be broad, the future 
of Medicine today lies not in speciali- 
zation but in the general medical oro- 
fess'on." 



DR. HEATON ADMIRES

The far: that Australia' Is not a 
Melting Put, SI per cent of the 
population being native born, caused 
Prof. Heaton to comment on that 
phase of the educational aspect of 
Australia, declaring this fact to he 
point decidely Jn favor o; education 
there.

Dr. Heaton Delivers Interest- 
ing Address on "State 
- Enterprise" 

LARGE AUDIENCE 

Lectured at Cambridge, Tor- 
onto and Other Large 
Universities

"Where private, enterprise failed or 
would not undertake pioneer duties, 
state enterprise stopped In and achiev- 
ed things" decidedly for the welfare if 
the Commonwealth of Australia." Th s 
wa.s the key-note of mi address de- 
livered by I'rof. Hebert. Heaton U-t 
Univerhily of Adelaide, Soulli Austrn- 
the 'Department of lOoonomica of the 
lia, yesterday morniliifc In the Biologi- 
cal Building when, to a la.rge gather ng 
of economic students and others I 
terested, he discussed "Australian 
•State Enterprise;!' dealing with the 
manifold problems of tiho question. 
That, there are indeed many problems 
is quite obv'ous, Prof. Heaton declar- 
ed, "for, while state ownership most 
certainly solves many questions, it 
creates many new and difficult ones 

Australia has . attempted-, and does 
to a. largo extent control and regulate 
various state enterprises. There are 
the railway and shlpp'ng- interests, and 
even attempts at staito manufacturing. 
Of the quarter of a million on govern 
ment pay, tint-ee-eights are engaged in 
Industrial wovk. Dr. Heaton empha 
sized that the Australian state enter- 
prises are not, however, the products 
of any Socialistic policy. They were 
Introduced hy men who had no such 
thing as Socialism In view and -.verc 
the best remedies for ; ovcrcom'ng oh 
staples. 

! The state was really foroed to un 
dertake 'hose tasks of .so great mag 
lilt-lido because private enterprise re 
fused to shoulder thetn. Although 
there were many casés of Individuals 
attempting to oi*>n up the country In 
various ways, the government was 
compelled to lake them oyer ns t*i 
were for the most part dismal failures 
' When the need for railways came 
Austral a was self-governed.. No com-

untrained In all matters of pontics 
and especially in military o.ganizat- 
lon and commerce; yet Lincoln's 
greatest dlscislons bad to do with the 
-.Mir and upon its results he Is best 
known to history. 

In Col. Buchan's opinion ot the 
North represented unlimited potential 
power. They had vast resources, a 
large population and a good navy. 
The great drawback however wan 
the lack of organization and training. 
The South on the other hand had few 
resources serviceable In time of war, 
a small population and few ships. 
They had however one great advan- 
tage, "they were better trained and 
they were not bothered with a 
senseless democratic spirit in their 
army. 

These advantages however vanished 
in proportion as the training and 
organization of the Northern army 
improve!. 

This the sneaker po : r>ted out Is In- 
evitable whenever a wealthier and 
more populous nation opposes a 
weaker country in warfare. A splendid 
example of this was brought out In 
the last war when the Germans pre- 
sented a small highly trained army to 
a largo and at first more poorly 
organized force. 

Lincoln was handicapped on ail 
sides as most of the prominent men 
were opposed to the war and even 
when.lt was on they did not give hmi

POST-GRADUATE 
$1400 SCHOLARS 

Open to Students in Their 
Final Year 

One overseas post-graduate scho.. 
arshjp provided for by the War Mem- 
orial of tbe Imperial Order of the 
Daughters of the Empire Is to be 
awarded in the Province of Quebec 
for 1924. 

These scholarships are valued at 
H, 100-00. are tenable for one year 
and have been founded to enable stu- 
dents to carry on studies at any uni- 
versity in the United Kingdom, in 
British and imperial history, the eco- 
nomics and government of the Empire 
and Dominion, or any subject vital 
to the interests of the Empire. 

These scholarships are open to ei- 
ther men or women? Thoy must be 
British born, naturalized allies or 
naturalised neutrals with at loa.vt 
five (5) years residence in Canada 
and unmarried, except in a case of a 
returned soldier, sailor or airman. 
They must have passed their ninp- 
teouth but not their twenty-soventh 
birthday In October of the year dur 
ing which they begin their course lit 
case of a man who has sorved In the 
Great War, ho must have passed his 
thirty-third year in Octobor of the 
year during which he begins his 
course. Each candidate must hold a 
degree from a recognized university 
or degree-granting college in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, or bo in his or hsr 
final year proceeding to a degrco in 
1925.

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THE INFLUENCE OF FLATTERY 




"Men should be taught as though you taught them not, 
And things unknown proposed as things forgot". 
This little rough-hewn gem of wisdom, created one hundred 
*nd fifty years ago by Benjamin Franklin, contains more sound 
common sense than many a polished phrase flowing from the cul- 
tured pen of some great poet or philosopher. It may even fur- 
nish us with the key to the magnetic power exercised over people 
by influential men of the past and present. 

Man is a most peculiar animal . He is always quite willing 
to be hoodwinked, yet he does not like to feel that others know 
that he knows he is being hoodwinked . The easiest way to ensure 
«n individual's support is to flatter his vanity. Frequently we 
find ourselves using this method with others. Occasionally, if we 
observed ourselves carefully, we might find that someone else is 
" practising the same art upon us. But we never make this discov- 
ery simply because we do not wish to do so . It is easier and far 
more pleasent to banish the lurking suspicion that we are being 
hoodwinked and continue accepting what we arc told at face value. 

There is no man more easily deluded than he who prides 
himself on his immunity from flattery- Some college students in 
particular are quite gullible, mainly because with a knowledge of 
little more than the terminology of a subject they desire to be 
thought more learned than they really are, and so expose them- 
selves to flatteryjn its most acute form. Unconsciously they place 
themselves in" the same category with those most human people 
of whom Franklin writes . They become the taught instead of the 
teachers, thé led instead of the leaders. It is not a university's 
purpose to turn out men of this type, but rather men who can 
think clearly and broadmindedly, men who will confess mistakes 
■without hesitation and who are never ashamed to learn.

Knowledge of .the 
subject. 

Nichols, the second speaker for the 
affirmative, addressed himself most- 
ly to the manifold advantages of a 
highly trained a.nd cultivated set cf 
men directing the studies of a group 
of students, lie said that govcrnm/entj; 
realize the advantages of establishing 
scholarships for foreign travel and 
study on the part of clever embryo 
professors.

Since the nil- 
ycn( of the American Mercury 1 have 
lost much In excluslveness. .So rapid- 
ly has this excellent magazine ex- 
panded In circulation and reputation 
that there Is hardly a person around 
college to-liny who, oven It he does 
not roaii it, hais not heard about it; 
and to be an admirer of .Mencken and 
Nathan now la nothing to cxe.lto com- 
ment. Their battle has been fought 
and won. 

I Hit when these two worthies were 
dlrecllup the. fate of The Small Set 
then. 1 repeait, ii wita the mark of the 
literary aristocrat to be one of their 
clan. Its circulation was surprising- 
ly smni;. Even those persons who 
were more or less acquainted with the 
magazine Held placed it in the sumo 
category as the Snappy Stories and 
Telling Tales scries. If 1 remember 
correctly, it was even- distributed by 
the «une agency as these magazines. 
At art) rate, its appearance certainly 
Justified this ranking. 

1 was first converted into Its follow- 
ing some five years apo by a profess- 
or of lCnplish whom 1 met at a .sum- 
mer camp and whom I pave a ealllu;; 
down tor rending such trash. Prom 
then on until It was divorced last 
winter by its editors I revelled in Its 
pages. There were the covers, the 
novelettes ami short stories by Dor- 
othy Parker, Marian Spitzer,' Thyra 
Sampler Winslow. Until Suckow, F. 
Hugh Herbert. Aidons Huxley ami 
Co... the articles by Charles Shaw, the 
Americano, tho theatre ami book, ami 
Repititlon Genomic by, tho editors 
While the Mercury has reta'ned sev- 
eral of these departments and while It 
allows the utmost freedom In thought, 
the general underlying tone of tho 
magazine is dignified; the Smart Set 
delighted itself by its wilfulness and 
devilishness. The Mercury is the m!d- 
dle-aped man with greying temples 
protesting eloquently and eruditely 
against the current opinions and no- 
tions: the Smart Set was the preco- 
cious younp man cracking heads with 
the utmost irresponsibility, the droll 
wag whose stories showed flashes of 
real truth, genuine beauty and utter 
nonsense.

It was a favourite stunt of ours 
in those days to spor.t The Smart Set 
in circles which prided themselves on 
their literary choices. AVc were usual- 
ly met with loud guffaws and heehaws 
from the select, and they passed sev- 
eral remarks about the low standard 
of our reading taste. Upon qucstion- 
inp them wc found out invariably that 
they knew absolutely nothing about 
it; and then it was our turn to, first, 
mock them for their ignoranco and 
follow this by a panogyrlc on the 
standing of the magazine and the 
merit of its editors. 

But what was, perhaps, the crown- 
ing glory— including the motley an 
sortmcnt of tho ads— were the aph- 
orisms Interspersed throughout the 
magazine. Those were the timos 
when we hugged 'closely to our bos- 
oms such bright gleanhigs as "When 
a woman hears n. man railing against 
matrimony she, agrees with him first 
and marries him after," or "A wise 
woman never cries. She merely threa- 
tens to cry," or "A man often insults 
a woman by not insulting her," or "A 
man can never kiss a woman unex- 
pectedly. The besit he can do Is to 
kiss her a little sooner than she ex- 
pected," or "A man |,as a much better 
time of life than a woman. For one 
matter, he marries later, for another, 
he dies sooner." With what dopma 
and air of worldllness we exploded 
those In the respectable group of our 
friends yet in their teens. 

I shall never cea.se mourning for the 
loss of The Smart. Sol. The Peiter Pan 
of the magazines has grown up and 
changed Its name tb Tho American 
Mercury.
